AIPA94 

The  Advanced  Information  Processing  and  Analysis  Symposium  for  1994  (AIPA94)  will  be  held  at  tlw  Sheraton  Premiere 
Hotel  in  Tysons  Comer,  Virginia  on  22  -  24  March  1994.  The  Symposium  will  focus  on  analytic  tools  and  supporting 
technologies  as  tlwy  apply  to  the  intelligence  aimlysts'  information  processing  environment  from  the  receipt  of  data,  through 
the  analytical  prwess,  to  the  final  product  ready  for  distribution. 
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Specifically,  the  Symposium  will  center  around  the  AIPASG  Priority  Application  Areas  (1  to  5  below)  and  tte  supporting 
technologies  with  sessions  focusing  on  these  areas: 


i.  Intuitive  User  Interfaces  —  provide  analysts  an 
environment  which  promotes  analysis  and  thinking. 

2.  Document  Processing,  Organization  and  Management 
—  analysts  have  at  their  fingertips  the  documents 
relevant  to  analytic  tasks. 

3.  Transparent  Access  to  Multiple  Data  Sources  — 
analyste  have  transparent  access  to  all  relevant  data. 


4.  Collaborative  Communications  Across  Boundaries  — 
analysts  have  easy  access  to  individuals  and  to 
resources  for  collaboration. 

5.  Automated  Data  Understanding  —  analysts  have 
computers  which  provide  automatic  analysis  for 
purposes  of  filling  information  gaps,  as  well  as  doing 
predictive  assessments. 


6.  Analyst  Perspective  of  the  Technology  Solutions  — 
analysts'  requirements  and  how  technology  is  or  is 
not  helping. 

7.  Visualization  —  application  of  visualization 
technologies  to  improve  the  analysts'  environn«nt. 


8.  Machine  Translation  --  need  for,  and  development 
of,  automated  systems  for  translating  foreign 
languages  into  English. 

9.  Integrated  Data  Access --  requirement  for 
distributed  access  to  heterogeneous  data  bases  and 
the  advances  being  made  in  this  area. 

10.  COTR  Information  Exchange  -  focus  on  improving 
the  interchange  among  government  project  officers. 


AIPA  Steering  Group  Sponsorship

Paper  presenters  are  requested  to  submit  a  one  page  abstract  of  the  proposed  topic  describing  how  the  presentation  relates  to 
technology  advancement  in  one  of  the  10  AIPASG  areas  listed  atove.  Presentation  sessions  will  be  comprised  of  2  or  3 
presentations  followed  by  a  discussion  period.  Presentations  are  limited  to  20  minutes  plus  5  minutes  for  questions.  The 
discussion  period  will  te  25  minutes.  Vendor  exhibitors  are  invited  to  display  their  products  on  22  -  24  March  1994. 
Government  exhibitors  also  are  invited  to  display  their  systems.  The  booth  sizes  are  8x8  or  16x8.  All  exhibitors  are  requested 
to  submit  a  one  page  abstract  of  products  they  plan  to  display  describing  the  relevancy  to  the  10  AIPASG  areas  listed  above. 
The  exhibit  fees  are  $150  for  8x8  and  $250  for  16x8.  There  is  no  fee  for  Government  exhibitors.
